Here is a hard luck story from the Northwest that 
is worth reading. It concerns a man named Henry 
Bracken, of San Francisco. The ship Hunter was to 
go to Alaska, and he and bis brother concluded to go. 

Those were great days for mushroom outfitting 
stores. The Brackens visited one near the ferry, on 
Market street, and bought a ton and a half of good 
things to eatin Alaska, There was chicken ala Mary- 
land in tins, and beef a la Chicago in other tins, not to 
mention heavy sacks of sugar and coffee and bacon 
and flour, and all the things that the experienced pros- 
pector knows he will want when he is on the trail of 
the nugget. And Hard Luck smiled, but they didn’t 
see him, They paid $547 for the outfit and ordered It 
delivered on board the Hunter. 

It was a bright morning in May when the bark was 
towed outside the heads and turned loose on the high 
seas to be wafted gently North. But the winds refused 
to waft gently and they blew from the wrong side of 
the ship’s compass. The Hunter was forty-six days at 
sea, She flirted with the Coast of Siberia and skirted 
the Isle of St. Lawrence until half the month of June 
was gone, 

When at length the anchor was dropped the two 
brothers went ashore at St. Michael to stretch their sea 
legs and see the sights. When they got back tothe 
bark they expected to find the knockdown steamboat 
that was on board being constructed, But they were 
met with the statement that there Jad been some mis- 
take, that the announcement that the ship would be 
delivered of a little boat at that time had been prema- 
ture, In short, that there wasn’t going to be any little 
steamboat, Here they were, 7,000 miles from the nug- 
gets without any funds In their pockets, 

However, there was another river steamer there; 
one that just happened along by one of those mysteri- 
ous accidents that occur in Alaska,and by the same 
token it was bound for the very spot to which the 
Brackens had paid the former company to transport 
them, They were not a little surprised to find that the 
fare up the rivers would be double that which they bad 
already paid in San Francisco; but go they must.

When the steamer tied up at the bank at the end of 
the trip they were within the Arctic Circle and at the 
foot of the Romanzoff Mountains. It seemed to them

about the campfire meal, and when it was over there 
were fourteen deathly sick miners swearing vengeance 
on the man in San Francisco who had sold them the 
beef. Nor was thutall, When they opened the sack 
marked “sugar” they discovered why the man in St. 
Michael didn’t want to buy “sugar.’”” 1t was marble 
dust. The chicken ala Maryland—but, enough, “We 
had our guns with us, andif the man who sold us the 
outfit had been there we would have made bim eat it.” 
That is the way Bracken describes the feelings of the 
fourteen, 

However, thelr flour and salt were real, and they 
knew that game would be plenty where they were 
bound, 80 the Bracken brothers separated from the 
twelve and hit the trail of the undiscovered nugget. 
All that Summer they prospected up and down the 
broad valleys of the three forks of the Koyukuk. The 
brief and brilliant Summer of Alaska, with its green 
leaves in July and its Autumn foliage in August, 
seemed full of promise, As they made their way 
Northward there was every indication of a mineral 
belt, but there was no quartz that carried a trace of 
gold on the surface, and the sand of the rivers was 
burren. August closed, Winter was approaching, and 
they had found nothing that was worth locating. There 
had been lots of game. They bad not needed their 
shotguns, With their rifles they had got all the deer 
and caribou they could eat. Bracken thinks they might 
have killed tiem with stones. Kut they hadn’t come 
those thousands of miles to shoot deer. 

But Winter was coming. They had found no gold, 
and what was left of their meagre stock of provisions 
was giving out. It was necessary to do something and 
do it quickly. They built a boat and drifted down the 
Koyukuk 1,000 miles, to where it reaches the Yukon. 
The stream was rough, and the events of that trip 
would be a story in themselves. The water of the 
Koyokuk was cold, and they were often doused in it. 

They caught the last steamer for Dawson and were 
looking forward to wintering there when the ice floes 
came down and the steamer was frozen in, a prisoner 
till the Spring. As they had no funds, the captain ob- 
jected to boarding them through the long Winter. 

They went ashore and put up a cabin. The idea 
came to them that it would be a good thing to cut cord 
wood, which they could sell to the steamers in the 
Spring. Not disheartened by their lack of luck, they 
set to work and as the months went by they piled up 
200 cords of wood on the bank of the Dall River. That 
pile of wood looked pretty good tv the two brothers, 
for wood sold at $10 a cord and there was 200 cords of it 
there. 

Again, it was a dream, and a dream that was not to be 
realized. John Bracken took sick. There was some- 
thing the trouble with his knee and he could not walk. 
They were 650 miles from Dawson, and the mercury 
had a way of dropping to 60 degrees below zero. What 
followed was told in the Klondike Nugget, as follows:

hauled him down the river to the nearest frozen in 
steamboat having a doctor. Being penniless, the dying 
man was refused attention. One boat after another 


succor. and then the well brother sledded the sick man 
back again to the wood yard cabin, gradually to grow 
worse, On the sunny days of the Spring he was lifted 
out into the sunshine, but it failed to revive his fail- 
ing strength. Thenthe river opened and steamboating 
began, but no boats ran in close enough to hear the dis- 





tress calls of the Brackens. At last the John Cudahy 
put in and Capt. McCarthy volunteered to take the sick 
man to Circle. Atthat point he was received in the

brother and returned to his wood yard to find that 
steamers had putin carried off ali bis wood, leaving 
him nothing at all for his hard work. He came to 
Dawson, arriving there stranded and discouraged.”’ 

It was in those days at the wood camp that Bracken 

began to learn the secret of the 200 tons of provisions 
cached away in the trees at the three forks of the 
Koyukuk, where be had prospected the Summer be- 
fore. Men came by his wood camp bound for the spot 
where he had found no gold. They came by twos and 
then by tens, and Bracken asked them what it all 
meant. With a knowing wink one of them told him 
that there had been a strike at theforks of the Koyu- 
kuk. A man had come to Dawson who had told them 
about it. 
That man who had told the story In Dawson was the 
agent of the man who had cached the 20 tons of 
provisions away in the trees the Summer before. The 
stam pede of 1,000 men into the wilderness apparently 
was arranged in order to sell that 200 tons of grub for 
ten times what it was worth. And even then there were 
men who ate their dogs before they got out that Fall. 
Such are the ways of the hard luck that dwells in 
Alaska, 

Henry Bracken bad to abandon his ill-fated wood 
campand make bis way back to Dawson for the Winter. 
He was entirely out of funds. But there was manual 
work to be done, and he did it, receiving $10 a day. 
That sounds like luck, but It must be remembered that 
condensed milk costs $1.500acan. When he gota little 
money ahead he went out prospecting for himself, 
near the town, building a fire on the snow to thaw out 
the sand before he could pan it. The first day that he 
left his camp for this cold work some one visited the 
tent and took all that was there. Again, Henry 
Bracken had nothing to his name but the clothes he 
had on his back. Itiscoldin Alaskain the Winter. 
It was a situation in which some men would commit 
suicide and others merely walk over to the dance hall of 
the camp. Henry Bracken wentto work. By Spring 
be had money enough ahead for another venture. 

But first be took atrip up Bonanza Creek. When 
he came back it was to go into the hospital and pay $10 
a duy for the privilege. And so he became poor again 
at the same rate be had grown rich, and had to spend 
another Winter in Dawson. 

The next season he worked up Forty Mile and Indian 
rivers and Dominion Creek. Other men became rich 
inaday,but hard luck stuck by Bracken, While 
novices grew rich this experienced Comstock miner— 
mining engineer in fact—found not enough to pay for 
what he ate. 

The new year found Bracken planning one of the 
most remarkable trips that had ever been attempted 
inthe North. Witha party of six men and sixteen 
horses ive started in a scow for Fort Yukon, and from 
there travelled over a route which no white man had 
passed over before, and perhaps no Indian eitner, 
1,000 miles to the Arctic Ocean, There were a tailor 
and a sailor and a pastry cook in the party, but 
Bracken was the only miner among them. Straight 
through the forest and over the Romanzoff bills they 
blazed their trail. It was the last struggle to shake off 
hard luck, and it failed. They prospected every 
section of the country from the Yukon tothe Arctic. 
It was a mineral belt. The gold must bave been there, 
but bard luck was there, too. In fact, bard luck was 
the only thing they encountered. The country held no 
humans but themselves. 

At the Northern end of the trip Bracken climbed a 
divide in the mountains to look over the frozen sea to 
the North, There in the ice of the gorge at the summit 
he found the boofs and bones of sheep. Digging down 
into the ice he discovered the carcasses of hundreds of 
mountain sheep. They were perfectly preserved in 
theice. There were mutton chops there to feed an 
army. But Bracken had not gone 1,000 miles beyond

I saw one man buy aciaim one night when 
he was drunk, Inthe morning he had tried to get the 
men who had tricked him to givebim the money back, 
As they wouldn’t, he made up his mind to have a look 
at the claim, ‘There was $1,000,000 worth of rich gravel 
there. I never had that kind of luck. I have seen 
men spend thousands in burdy-gurdy dance halls at 
Dawson. I don't drink, but I never found the thou- 
sands. I believe I have tramped more miles in Alaska 
than any other living man, I shall go back when I 
can. The gold is there. Possibly next time I can dodge 
bard luck,”’

A LIVELY MILL. 


The first ten-round bout since the repeal of the Hor- 
ton law was fought on April 2, between Clarence Forbes 
ana Bert Keyes,a promising youngster, of Philadel- 
phia, at Tuckahoe, a suburb of New York City. 

Some few hundred New Yorkers took a gambler’s 
chance that the authorities would permit the mill and 
went up to Tuckahoe on the early evening trains 
They were given one of the best ring entertainments 
offered in the State since the days when Madison 
Square Garden rocked with cheers for champion 
fighters. 

It was 10.45 when the first bellsounded. Keyes made 
the first lead, going around Forbes’ neck with a right 
swing. Forbes then put in a light left to the face. 
Forbes boxed cleverly and Keyes depended upon his 
crazy swings. He tried one right away and missed. 

Bert then tried a straight left and got it on Forbes’ 
face. Both missed right swings,and Keyes bored in 
and got his right on the jaw. He followed up an appar- 
ent advantage with wild rights and lefts, but Forbes 
cleverly blocked them. They were in a clinch at the 
bell. 

The second round saw Keyes very aggressive, but 
Forbes was cautious and was never willing to takea 


under, putting his right to the jaw as he didso. Keyes 
took a brace now and put a left to the face twice. Clar- 
ence stuck a light left to the face and aclinch resulted 
as the bell rang. 

The rest of the bout up to the tenth round was of the 
same order, a clinch following nearly every lead.

“The majority of fistic patrons appear to think that 
Gans is sincere in his protestations, and that bis desire 
to fight the Dane is born of ambition to prove that he 
isa real champion of his class and nov of a wish to 
make a killing by devious methods, 

“It is equally certain that Nelson’s claim that it is 
the odorous reputation borne by Gans that stands in 
the way of a contest is not accepted as bona fide. The 
plain truth of the matter is that Nelson's attitude 
toward Gans has caused the durable Dane to appear a 
good deal Jess of a hero in the eyes of numbers of lovers 
of ring pastimes.”’

Half mile (880 yards), 1 
minute, 53 2-5 seconds, C. H. Kilpatrick, America, 1895.

In reference to the omissions you speak of you have 
evidently not looked the athletic records in the ‘Police 
Gazette Sporting Annual’ over carefully, else you 
would have found Sweeney’s high Jump record on page 
13; Long’s quarter mile record on page 9. Rose’s shot 
put record of 48 feet,71-5 inches was superseded by 
Coe’s record, which you-will find on page 16. The 
hurdle record was omitted for the reason that by actual 
count there are sixty different records, and want of 
space necessitated the curtailment of those not at stand- 
ard distances, Regarding Kilpatrick’s half mile record, 
we consider W. G. George’s 900 yard record a better 
performance, (See page 10).
